Dear Kirby and Alma: - 

It has been a coon'a age^ since I wrote you ‘but hare not 
forgotten nor wished to neglect you. Many strange and wonderful 
things are taking place in our lives and we are "busier than ever 
with many things. First', I am still handling the Futterer work. 
Second, we still have a lot of thrilling Bible classes each week. 
Third, I have a position with the Houston Land Corporation, as 
doubtless Mother has told you. I started in there on July first 
at $200., received $225. for August and have splendid prospects 
ahead if I remain there. Office is on the 11th floor of the Union 
National Bank Building and they are the owners of Montrose. The 
Mrs. 'Jackson that is such a dear friend of Norma's’ is the wife of 
tho President of the Corporation. The position came unsolicited . 
on my part. T am assistant to the President, a kind of special 
bookkeeper with special reference to Montrose building operations. 

I handle some $4,000. a week for the various payrolls and am pay¬ 
master for all disbursements. J issue voucher checks on typewriter 
and have a special ledger for the building accounts. ‘ Miss Jackson 

is the regular bookkeeper. We have two stenographers, two salesmen, 
an architect, an office boy, a man in charge of the Montrose office, 
which is really a warehouse, besides Mr. Jackson, the President, 
and Mr. D. A. Ford, the Secretary and Treasurer. The work is quite 
voluminous and a never ceasing stream of it but it is easy for me 
and the entire surroundings are pleasant in the extreme. I can 
work up te $350. or $400. a month in time, if the Lord tarries and 
I continue to apply myself. Mt special task is to prepare cost 
schedules on the various buildings under course of construction 
so that a place may be advertised for sale as soon as or slightly : 
before it is completed. This requires all bills in hand and paid 
promptly and th® ability to estimate the cost of unfinished portions 
of work. It is a responsible position but I have more than made 
good so far ; Mr. Jackson was away for 7 weeks on tour in Packard 
car and has playod golf the last throe afternoons. Wo occupied their 
Montrose home on hot summer nights during their absence. They both 
come te Bible elass on Sunday nights and we visit in their home and 
the home of Mrs. Jackson's mother and father, the Hollands. Had 
a special Bible lesson there the other night - just for them. 

The Lord is mighty good to us and wo are than^ul for all 
that Ho sends and seek to show 'our appreciation by deeds rather 
than by mare words. My weight is 175# and wo are both able to 
come and go as tho nood may be, to His praise. 

Tho crops are nil this year and people are in dire need as 
a result of the failure of the cotton crop; too much rain and then 
the bugs have devastated what little there was on the stalk. It is 
a factor to contribute to the increased cost of living and this winter 
will see famine, starvation, rito, and much misery in general. As 








a whole conditions will continue to get worse and worse up to the 
Coming of the Lord for His Church: after that 7 years of the worst 
times the earth has ever experienced. The strike pending settlement 
is only the "beginning of a world struggle that in my estimation 
is to result in the downfall of all so called civilized governments. 
Witness the trouble in England and Lloyd George's remarks anent. 

Big business is ruling the earth; for an example recall France's 
position against the dismemberment of Turkey on account of heavy 
financial investments and interests in that country and the success 
that the plea met with at the ears of the other mates at the peace 
table. The meek do not inherit the earth'but ble.ssed be the Name of 
the Lord thay are yet to witness the fulfilment of the Scriptures 
when the Lord comes to take charge personally of the affairs of the 
earth and to administer justice and righteousness and peace. 

And Perry is soon to be 'married'. Seems strange and yet it 
is the natural and wise thing for him to do. We are pleased with 
his letters and the pictures he has sent of Edith and believe that 
this is Perry's genuine affection that will result in happiness and - 
contentment for him. He certainly writes glowing accounts of 'the 
prospects. We shopped for him and secured some nice articles at 
reasonable prices - reasonable today. He has the things safely in 
hand and is awaiting the day with impatience. We sent his hat, black 
suit, fancy red plush vest, white shirt and silk colored shirt, 
collars, three ties- a white, a green and a white with crimson dotted 
figures in it, pajamas, cuff links and collar buttons, tooth brush 
and paste, garters, a pair of black silk sox and a pair of green ones: 
all fixed up with sachet bags that must have resulted in some sweet 
odor by the time it reached Oklahoma. Bought the outfit mentioned 
above for $67. The hat is a green s*ratch up and the suit is a 
black unfinished worsted: is a beauty too. 

Mother seems to be pleased with the prospects of having a 
daughter in the home and I know that Perry's return means much to 
her as she and Mr. Murry are not as robust and active as they once 
were. This next move should enable her mind to relax from some of 
her anxiety, fears and loneliness. 

We Hope it is well with you folks. Suppose the new Church 
building is beginning to assume some definite proportions by this 
time. The children must be great big fellows by now and we should 
like to see them - and you. Perry asked us to attend the wedding 
but it is not possible, so suppose he will visit Houston with his 
bride this winter. Idalia has moved to Atlanta, Ga. Waller is working 
for some railroad company as claim agent. Aunt Bernet lives at Hio 
with a niece and is taking in boarders. Inez lives at Jena, - but is 
planning to move to Bogalusa: husband is in the drug business. 

Father has been quite ill; is better but still feeble and does not 
look like he would last much longer. He has a Ford and boy to run 
it but is overworked and has trouble with his heart. He would dearly 
love a le’tter from you,' Rosebud, Texas, Route 2. 

'"The world dp move, and time dp fly! Looking back fifteen 
or twenty years ago, who ever dreamed that we should be situated 
as at present and that world conditions should have changed so 
completely in such a sh rt time. All is vanity and vexation of 
spirit and men's hearts are failing them for fear. The only sure 
thing and person is the Lord Jesus Christ and I have committed my 
all unt© Him. W« are praying for you and ask your continued prayers.

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$75,000 GIFT FOR . 
RIDGEWOOD HEIGHTS 
COMMUNITY CENTER 


The contract lias just been let for the 
erection of a new community center 
to be located at the corner of Forest 
avenue and Linden street, Ridgewood 
Heights. 

On last Sunday evening, Mr. G. W. 
Muckley, secretary of , the Board of 
Church Extension, announced to the 
members of the Ridgewood Heights 
Church of Christ that his board had 
agreed to appropriate out of funds se 
cured in the Inter-Church World Move¬ 
ment Campaign the sum of $95,000 for 
the erection of a community church 
building Ridgewood Heights. Of this 
amount $40,000 is available^ at once 
the remaining $55,000 will be payable 
after the Inter-Church World Move¬ 
ment campaign next May. Mr. Mack- 
ley nmmuncel that $75,000 of this 
amount Ls to be an outright gift and 
$20,000 Is to be a loan. U is expected 
that at least a portion of the building 
will be ready for use early in 1920. 

This new community center i& to be 
a modern three story brick building, 
thoroughly equipped for carrying on an 
all round community program. 

Alar m gyuitiaslum will prov 1 de ade- 
quate facilities for basketball; volley 
hall, indoor baseball, indoor tennis and 
similar games, also for races and 
athletics of various kinds. On certain 
days the gymnasium will be reserved 
for the exclusive use of boys and on 
other days for girls. On certain eve¬ 
nings it will be available for use by 
young men and on other evenings by 
young women. Sufficient shower baths 
and lockers will be provided. 

The gymnasium will also serve as 
a social auditorium and lecture hall, 
seats providing for 450 people. A stage 
and dressing rooms will provide for 
amateur plays and programs. 

The large social parlor is to be 
fitted up with comfortable lounge 
chairs and settees, rugs and curtains, 
a piano, a phonograph, two pocket 
billiard tables, and suitable game i 
tabj.es, and will be open each evening 
in the year. 

A special club room for men is to 
be provided, as well as separate game, 
rooms for boys and girls. A large 
social room will also be available for 
various social gatherings and banquets. 

Or* the first floor is to be an audi¬ 
torium .for religious services. A pipe 
organ is to be provided and other facili¬ 
ties for promoting the religious life of 


also to be provided for a modem school 
of religious education and Other re¬ 
ligious activities. | 

A trained social and physical ill- 1 
rector is being employed to supervise 
the various activities. The pastor, the 
iRev. Kirby Page, has had three years’ 1 
experience in city Young Men’s Chris- j 
tian Association work, and later was 
associated with Dr. Sherwood Eddy 
and Dr. John R. Mott, traveling exten¬ 
sively in Europe, Asia and America. 
He is a graduate of Drake University 
and has pursued graduate studies in 
the University of Chicago, Columbia 
University and the Union Theological 
Seminary;*- 

The idea in the minds of those who 
are backing this project is to'provide 
a building and center which will fur¬ 
nish adequate facilities for amusement 
and recreation, religious education and^ 
worship, and all round community 1 
service. 

Tho various facilities of the buihHng 
! will be available for the use of outside 
community organ Rations up to the 
capacity of the building. 

The entire building and all of its 
facilities will he open on equal terms 
| to all persons in the community with¬ 
out regard to race or creed. 
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WHO’S WHO IN OUR MISSION FIELDS 

MISSIONARY MEMORY C O N T E S T — C O N D U C T E D BY E. E. ELLIOTT 
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Kirby Page, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

T HE world has heard much of Kirby 
Page, and the chances are it will 
hear more about him as time passes* 
He is familiarly known as the private 
secretary to Sherwood Eddy, the great 
world-wide evangelist, having traveled 
with him two and 
a half years in 
England, Scotland, 
France, China, 
Korea and Japan. 
Mr. Page was 
also for a time 
private secretary 
to Dr. John R. 
Mott, one of the 
world's greatest 
Christian states¬ 
men. 

Bnt the world 
does not yet know 
all about Mr. 
Page. There are 
a few “pages 77 
of his life un¬ 
heralded, and his fame may therefore be 
said to be very much unsung. 

Back in 1915 and beyond, before Drake 
University handed him the B. A, degree, 
he won the Holmes Cowper trophy, be¬ 
ing the champion intercollegiate tennis 
player of Iowa in singles and doubles for 
two successive years. This means he was 
the athlete with the highest scholastic 
record as well. He played on the Varsity 
basket ball team, and was president of 
the student Y. M. C. A. and Student 
Volunteer band. In the words of college 
fellows, this is “some record. 77 

Kirby Page started life in Tyler Coun¬ 
ty, Texas, August 7> 1S90. Completing 
High School, he attended business college, 
learning how to pound on a typewriter 
and take shorthand notes in readable 
fashion, so as to make speeches read as 
the makers intended. Then he met W. S. 
Lockhart, a little preacher about as big 
as a couple of minutes, and as capable a 
man as we have anywhere in our min¬ 
istry. Mr. Lockhart preached to Mr. 
Page publicly and privately, and started 
him toward Des Moines and Paris, Lon¬ 
don, and Tokyo, and the Islands of the 
sea. He unfolded to this young man the 
opportunities for life and usefulness in 
the ministry, and so we have Kirby Page, 
of whom there is said to be no duplicate. 
While listening to Pastor Lockhart, Mr. 
Page put in his time as president of the 
Houston, Texas, C. E. Union, and as sec¬ 
retary of the Houston Y. M. C. A. three 
and a half years. 

While learning all there was to be 
learned at Drake, he married a girl who 
taught him other things. She was Mary 
Alma Folse. They have two little 
“Pages* 7 bound with love into the 
fa m ily a lbum. While attendi ng the 
Divinity School of Chicago University in 
2916, he was pastor of the Morgan Park 
church. Returning from abroad he en¬ 
tered Columbia University, New York 
City, and became pastor at Ridgewood 
Heights, Brooklyn, as a missionary of the 
American Christian Missionary Society. 
In fourteen months he has received 87 
members into this church, 61 by baptism. 

Kirby Page could be a millionaire al¬ 
most overnight should he turn his energies 
into commercial pursuits. He is the kind 
of a man of which the world has too few. 
All men speak of him in highest terms. 
He is destined to be one of the great 
leaders not alone of the Disciples of 
Christ, bnt of the entire religious world. 
Yet he is not too proud to be a Home 
Missionary. “He who would be the 
greatest among you must be the servant 
of all, 77 applies with tremendous force to 
the subject of this sketch.

William Preston Bentley, San 
Francisco, Calif. 

NE person in four on the Pacific 
Coast is a foreigner. In San 
Francisco, Romanism is five times 
as strong as Protestantism. After twelve 
years as a foreign missionary, and eight 
years as superintendent of Oriental mis¬ 
sions on the Pacif¬ 
ic Coast, Wil¬ 
liam Preston 
Bentley, mission¬ 
ary pastor of the 
First Christian 
church in San 
Francis co, be¬ 
lieves he is do¬ 
ing the most im¬ 
portant work of 
his life. 

Mr. Bentley is 
an interes ting 
person t o read 
about. He is the 
author of books, 
four of them at 
least, one being 
translated into 
several languages. One book entitled 
“Scientific Agriculture, 77 in Chinese, was 
written for the Chinese Government. He 
was the first permanent president of the 
C. E. Society of China, and managed the 


Edmund Arthur Osborne, Rome, 
Georgia 

A. OSBORNE is known by the ser¬ 
mons he preaches, also by the 
songs he sings, for he is one of the 
sweet singers of XsraeL He is a mission* 
ary of the American Christian Missionary 
Society, which accounts for my writing of 
him in this series. 

To start with it 
is rather difficult 
to choose be¬ 
tween his merits 
as a preacher and 
his singing pro¬ 
clivities, in the 
matter o f first 
mention or em¬ 
phasis. He 
preaehes so well 
that folks say 
this is the best 
part of his work. 

He sings so sweet- 
i ly, and with such 
wonderful volume 
and control that 
he was chosen 
first C. E. Convention in the Celestial 
r to sing the bass part in the quartette 
furnishing music at the funeral of the 
first wife of Woodrow Wilson, President 
of the United States, who is buried at 
Rome, Georgia, where this man was 
preaching. 

Mr. Osborne is an Australian, born at 
Lockville, Vasse District West Australia, 
wherever that is, December 29, 1875, and 
received his primary education in the 
Southern continent. Then he came to 
America, and to Transylvania College, in 
Kentucky. Here he was the Honor 
Graduate in the College of the Bible in 
19X2. After a pastorate, be returned to 
get his A. B, degree from Transylvania. 
Yes, he is married to a charming lady, 
who was Miss Rena Elizabeth Chatham, of 
Harrodsburg, Kentucky, and they have 
two children. While attending college he 
preached at various places in Kentucky. 
After graduation he preached at Griffin, 
Georgia, where I first knew him. He 
also served churches at Windsor, Ontario, 
and at Rome, Georgia. By the way, the 
church building at Rome is made of solid 
white Georgia marble, and in my judg* 
ment is the prettiest church by far in all 
our Brotherhood, and I have visited hun¬ 
dreds of them. 

But about this preacher—singer—Os¬ 
borne, he has a record reading something 
like this: student preacher; leader of 
choir Frankfort, Ky., under Pastor CL R. 
Hudson; singing evangelist for Hugh Me 
Lellan, Mark Collis, A. W. Fortune, and 
others; conductor of choral society of 
Griffin, Georgia; Shriner; Knight Tem¬ 
plar; champion baritone soloist of South 
Australia and New South Wales; Y. M. 
C. A. secretary in Australia; lay preacher; 
school teacher; etc., etc., and finally, a 
Home Missionary. 

You probably wonder why this man, 
who could command a high salary in music 
or on the stage, is content to be simply 
a Home Missionary. The secret is in his 
life's purpose. He engages in missionary 
activities because there his talents and 
ability count for more than anywhere else.

Dear Bro. Sala: 

This is in reply to your letter of recent date 
requesting me to send you a short letter about 
our work in Ridgewood Heights, Brooklyn. 

Probably the first thing that should be em¬ 
phasized is the fact that we have been working 
with most inadequate facilities. Our present 
church auditorium is a frame box 26 x 42 ft. 
with a small room 12 x 25 ft. as an annex. 
Then too, this is a working people’s community 
and the abnormal cost of living has created 
a problem in almost every home. Yet m spite 
of hardships we have made some progress. 

More than twenty two hundred dollars was 
raised locally (luring the year from little hand- 
full of ha rd pressed people and the member¬ 
ship of 'the church has been increased from 59 
to 115 in a little more than a year. Although 
we have to crowd twelve Bible classes into our 
limited space we feel that we shall be able to 
report a steady increase during the year. Our 
Ladies Aid has an enrollment of about 38 and 
the C. W, B. M. 23. In addition, we have a 
Camp Fire Girls, A Missionary Triangle Band 
and a Girl’s Guild. At present we have no 
facilities for carrying on boy club or Boy Scout 
work. 

As you probably know, we are looking for¬ 
ward to the erection of an adequate Com¬ 
munity Church building, as soon as building 
conditions become somewhat stable. The board- 
of Church extension have made a gift of 
^0,000 and a oan of an additional $20,000. 
The architect has drawn tip plans for a build¬ 
ing with an adequate Church auditorium, 
splendid Sunday School facilities, ft large gym, 
a separate game room for boys and girls, 
a parlor for young people, a large Social room 
and a big kitchen. 

This new equipment will enable us to do a 
very much more effective work in this com¬ 
munity and we are patiently waiting the time 
when we will have it at our disposal.

My dear Brother Page; 

Replying to your letter of October 25. I received 
a oopy of Mr. Muokley*s letter to you and also of the oom- 
munlLoations from Brother Kramer and Brother Chaney relative 
$o the Ridgewood Heights situation. I hope that the later bids 
which Brother Kramer received will make it possible for you to 
go on with the building of the Ridgewood Heights Church. 

I am leaving the office soon and can only write a 
brief word at this time. I think I understand your quandary 
and the situation in which you are placed if the building of 
the church is to be postponed indefinitely, of course it is 
our hope that the settlement of the pending strikes and the 
coming of next spring will bring conditions so much more near¬ 
ly normal that It will be possible to go on with the building 
next spring, if, however, the enterprise should have to be 
postponed for a considerable length of time I think you would 
be justified in considering some other field where you could 
render a greater service to the Kingdom of Gcd with more 
adequate equipment and a broader and more permanent work. 
Certainly I do not think you would be justified in remaining 
at Ridgewood Heights without expecting to accomplish anything 
permanent in order to continue your work in Columbia and 
Union Seminary. I do not think we would feel justified in 
continuing our missionary appropriation under such circum¬ 
stances. -.You have put the matter plainly and suooinctly. We 
must either go forward and render the service which is demanded 
in that community, or surrender the field to some other re¬ 
ligious body better able to do the work than ourselves.'N 

My conviction Is that we need to seek divine guidance 
in all this matter; not to consider our own plans and purposes 
as of too much importance, and to be perfectly willing that God 
should work it out in His own way. He may yet have in store 
something better for that community than anything we have 
planned. If so, He will reveal the way. But we ought not to 
weakly surrender Just in the hope that He may do something 
better, we must meet our own obligation to the full.

I have been intending to write to you for lo these 
ajany daye, but somehow good intentions do not always get 
letters written, 

* 

1 had hoped that it would be possible for you to 
be in Cincinnati during the week of'the Contention ana, 
greatly regret, that you were kept away. Those \ ere day's 
long to be remembered* you have doubtless heard in detail 
just what took place. It was all most disgraceful and 
discouraging indeed. The more I think * about it the more I 
S.w convinced that the two elements represented in tha^t 
Convention are quite irreconcilable. The chasm that divides 
there is deeper and blacker than the division between two 
different denominations. The whole viewpoint and spirit of 
the reactionary elex^ient is so utterly different from that 
of the progressive group that I personally do not think it 
worth while to waste energy endeavoring to patch things 
xpw up with them. In the words of another, I cannot feel 
that I belong t.o the same church with them. It seems to me 
that the time has come when we must take sides. To keep 
silent longer rather than to run the'risk of widening the 
breach seems to me to be utterly futile. I wish that our 
missionary agencies and colleges would come out squarely 
on the side of progress and let the consequences be what 
they may, even if it means the Iobs of financial support 
from the reactionary element. The habit of compromise is 
so strong, however, that it does not seem likely that this 
policy will be adopted. ^ • 11 *'■* * h ? . 

I think we had in the Convention exactly the same 
problem in principle which you have been facing at Drake. 

I had hoped that president holmes would refuse the method 
of compromising with the reactionaries and would lead in 
the building of an institution in all respects thoroughly 
scientific in its method and Christian in its spirit. Your 
letter to John Gratton, which he took the liberty of letting 
me read, has intensified the fear I had that the President 
is flinging a Bop to the conservative brethren in Iowa. If 
he once begins this process, I am unable to see just where 
he is going* to stop. 

I feel that it would be nothing short of a. tragedy 
if all the courses in religion in Dr alee should be offered 
by men of the calibre arid viewpoint of those who now hold 
fxMtor forth across the street. It would seem to me to -be a 
downright shame if Dean Norton and yourself should be 
"requested” to confine your activities to the profane studies 
in the College of liberal Arte. 
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I feel all the more keenly about the situation because 
I beli >e it x8 ulb t tii6 so rb o t "L- g ruj ii i n ^ wnx c h x 9 ixow tjcx ng 
given in the College oi'the Bible that is in a large degree 
responsible'lor the sad days into which we have fallen. The 
narrowness, dogmatism, conservatism and.lack of vision on • the 
part of multitudes of our preachers is pathetic in the extreme. 

Ae I mingled with, the preachers in the Convention 
I was on more’than one occasion made to feel ashamed of my 
brethren in the ministry. Ae for instance when one ignoramus 
from a little dinky church in a jerkwater town said in 
mourn!ul tones: "i look down with pity upon the denominations." 
Or again, "If I left the Christian Church I should go to hell.” 
Ae I looked at men of this type, and the type is quite 
numerous end prolific, I thought of some of the great souls 
"in the;denoainations" with whom it has been my.privilege to 
be associated during the past three years, men whose spirit 
is iniinitely more Christlike and whose contribution to the 
corning of the Kingdom is vastly greater, I was ashamed for 
my brethren. It did seem to ms that many of these men , 
do no't have the faintest glimpse of the real problem before 
the Church nor the slightest conception of the opportunities 
open to the ministry in a day like this. 

It would seem to me to be a vastly greater con¬ 
tribution if .Drake should turn out each year only a half 
do sen preachers with the right background and viewpoint and 
spirit than to turn out a hundred preachers of the react!onary 
and belligerent type with which we are now afflicted. 

1 earnestly hope that it will not be necessary for 
you to give up your courses in religion. I am quite sure 
that'you have rendered a real service to your students and 
have given them a valuable viewpoint which they might not 
have otherwise gained. So far as 1 am concerned personally, 
there is no doubt whatever that eg a result of the courses 
which I had with you anu the personal association which I was' 
privileged to have with you, 1 gained a new viewpoint, one 
which has. been most valuaole to me since end upon which I am 
still building. it would hev# been a very serious loss*to 
me if 1 had been deprived of your courses and the one in Kew 
Testament under Dean Norton. I can think of no greater 
tragedy which might have occurred to me than to have come 
out of Drake with nothing; but the orthodox platform: "Faith, 
Repentance end Baptism - to hell with the Methodists, n 

At a time which' such a vigodrous effort isj being put 
forth to intimidate our college presidents and professors 
and to replace them with men of inadequate preparation and 
narrow vision, I earnestly hope that the men in positions of 
influence at Drake will regain stedfast and unmoveble.

X take it that you will assign tho various subjects to the 
different individuals as soon as you get an agreement as to 
the general theme and chapter headings. This will give 
plenty of time for an intensive study of tho subject. 

X think Dr. Hart in would mirjvt be able to offer 
valuable suggestions, if you would communicate with him when 
you get a little further along.
